Finally.  In  rosiaid  to  the  motion  I  have  placod  on  record 
and  liopi'  to  ol)tain  llio  acceptance  of  by  this  lionoiirahle 
IIous(>.  I  lie  imperial  note  with  which  it  concludes  is,  I  think, 
in  strict  accord  witii  the  [iresent  i)olicy  and  jiractice  of  this 
country. 

Kvery  one  of  my  hearers  knows  tiiat  our  relations  with  the 
motherland  and  otiier  portions  of  the  empire  are  largely 
governed  by  .sentiment.  The  debates  now  going  on  in 
llnglaiid  are  almost  entirely  taken  up  with  this  subject,  and 
the  collateral   one  of  i-etaliation. 

Now  in  this  country  we  are  in  both  subjects  in  advance 
of  the  jiarent  state,  wo  are  in  the  fore-front  in  the  jiractical 
adoption  of  a  jueferential  larilT.  Wo  have  .-hown  the  way 
to  a  policy  of  reprisal  in  our  tarilT  relations  with  a  great 
liuropean  ])ower,  and  ]  cannot  conceive  that  any  reasonable 
objection  can  exist  to  the  terms  of  my  motion. 

The  jiarty  d(>l)ates  now  running  tlnir  course  in  Great 
Uritain.  centre  on  the  j)ro|)osal  to  give  a  fiscal  preference 
within  the  bounds  of  the  empire.  Both  sides  recognize 
the  value  of  the  imperial  sentiment  evinced  by  the  colonies, 
or  affect  to  do  so.  but  while  one  jiarty  advocates  u  tariff 
preference  as  a  means  of  fostering  this  bond  of  union,  bv 
the  consolidating  inllueiice  of  mutual  interest,  lh(>  other 
scouts  any  sucii  step  as  a  ncedkvs  sacrifice,  [ireferring  to 
leave  things  to  their  own  cours(>.  Indeed,  the  leader  airily 
waves  aside  all  such  propos;ils  as  '  squaliil  bonds.' 

.\eedl(>ss  to  say  the  latter  view  is  not  the  view  held  in 
this  country,  bui  having  made  our  iireference  and  main- 
tained it  for  years,  having  shown  the  practical  value  of  the 
])rinciple,  even  at  some  considerable  sacritices,  we  wait  the 
answer  of  the  motiicr  country  without  excitement  or  haste. 
Hut  I  may  argue  tliat,  as  both  sides  are  so  far  agreed  in 
regarding  the  loyal  sentiment  of  tlic  colonies  as  of  import- 
ance, they  must  be  blind  indeed  if  Ihev  can  regard  with  in- 
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(lifTcnMicc  tlic  practical  inonopn'  ,,(  tlic  icadiii!:  inaltcr 
siip|)lii>s  of  this  couiitrv.  now  licia  hy  I'lucinti  literature.  It 
is  IK.  exaKKoratioii  to  say  that  tlie  Ix.oksiails  of  tliis  country 
arc  inono|)()li/.e(l  hy  Ainerican  literature  and  periodicals, 
and  that  the  appearance  of  an  Kii-jlish  orCana  lian  example 
is  a  rare  exception. 

Now,  I  have  notliin;;  to  say  about  the  .phality  of  thesupplies 
we  receive  ;  there  are  good,  had  and  inditTercnt  exaiu|)les, 
with.  1  am  prejjared  to  say,  a  preponderance  of  the  best; 
hut  it  is  not  Canadian  nor  is  it  Knirlish  in  tone.  Hamper  or 
tendency,  occasionally  very  much  the  reverse,  and  generally 
and  (piite  naturally,  exliihititig  a  spirit  of  propau:andisin  of 
American  ideas  and  influences. 

Tlie  extent  to  which  this  supply  has  monopolized  otir 
market  is  hirgely  due  to  the  absurd,  even  nion-trous,  ex- 
actions of  the  Knglish  i.ost  oflice.  1  thank  (lod  that  the 
good  sense  of  our  people  has  iutherto  roisted  an<l  kept  them 
immune  to  influences  of  this  kind,  but  I  cannot  believe  thai 
any  statesman  can  regard  with  indifference  the  cotiiinuance 
of  this  condition  of  things.  ■  Contiiuud  dropping  wears  the 
stone'  is  a  very  old  and  a  very  true  sayim:. 

1  have,  as  the  evi(l"nce  aiipears  to  sIkjw.  more  or  less 
assumed  that  our  government  are  not  to  blame  for  the 
present  ab>urd  not  to  say  dangerous  stale  oi  iliimr,;  hut 
I  shall  be  gratified  to  have  an  assurance  that  I  am  correct 
in  my  assumption,  and  1  tru.-t  that  by  the  adoption  of  the 
motion,  this  honourable  Hou.-e.  ni.'iy  streiiiriheii  i'~  liaiuis 
to  accomplish  a  change,  which  in  my  opinion,  witlicjui  cost 
to  either  of  'he  contracting  j.artie-.  will  go  far  to  reiuedv  a 
crying  evil. 

You  will  ol)serve  that  I  do  not  advocate  any  exclusion 
of  Arncricaii  reading  matter,  hut  1  do  most  carne-tly  protest 
against  the  practical  (>xclusi(ui  —so  far  as  prices  cane\clu  !e— 
of  the  literature  and  news  of  our  own  countrv  by  ])ostal 
regulations  and  iuipo.-ts  wliicli  are  not  justifiab!(>.  and  which 
benefit  the  revenues  of  neither  our  own  nor  the  mother 
countrv.
